Relevance: The following description is disclosed in the marked box in the pages 
4 and 5. 



An example of the present creation will be described with reference to 
FIGs. 1 and 2. A separate-type air conditioner has an outdoor equipment. An 
outdoor heat exchanger 21 forms L-shaped on a main body 20 of the outdoor 
equipment. An outdoor blower 22 is also provided. A first partition plate 23 defines 



10 a compressor chamber 25^b^ccommodates a compressor 24, which is 

controlled by an inverter. In the compressor chamber 25, each conduit connects 
from the compressor 24 to a four-way valve 27 through a discharge conduit 26 
and further connects from the four-way valve 27 to an outdoor heat exchanger 21 
and a heat exchanger of an indoor equipment (not shown). A low pressure conduit 
15 28 serves as a heat exchanging portion 29 and connects to the compressor 24 
through an accumulator 30. The heat exchanging portion 29 includes a tubular 
body 34 that is fixedly and sealingly connected to a heat conductive plate 33, 
which has a relatively greater heat conductivity, by brazing 29a (FIG. 2). The heat 
conductive plate 33, for example, includes a copper plate or an aluminum plate, 
20 which is fitted in an opening of a second partition plate 31 . The low pressure 
refrigerant passes through the tubular body 34 upon cooling and heating. The 
heat conductive plate 33 is fixedly connected to the second partition plate 31 in

such a manner that it is fitted in the second partition plate 31 and is fastened by a 
screw 35 so as to be mounted, while a frequency converter 36 that incorporates a 
GTR and the like is provided for the heat conductive plate 33. Thus, the frequency 
converter 36 is provided on a planar surface of the second partition plate 31 on 
5 the upper side to the compressor 24, and a plate 37 for mounting electrical 
components is fixed to the lateral side of the first partition plate 23. 
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
